PROSECUTORIAL DISTRICT NINE. 3 

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 4 

SECTION 1.  G.S. 7A-60 reads as rewritten: 5 

"§ 7A-60.  District attorneys and prosecutorial districts. 6 

(a) The State shall be divided into prosecutorial districts, as shown in subsection (a1) of 7 

this section. There shall be a district attorney for each prosecutorial district, as provided in 8 

subsections (b) and (c) of this section who shall be a resident of the prosecutorial district for 9 

which elected. A vacancy in the office of district attorney shall be filled as provided in Article 10 

IV, Sec. 19 of the Constitution. 11 

(a1) The counties of the State are organized into prosecutorial districts, and each district 12 

has the counties and the number of full-time assistant district attorneys set forth in the 13 

following table: 14
